SEATTLE (Wash.,) April 8.—A New 
Whatcom special to the Post-Intelligencer 
says: “News has just been received of a 
terrible explosion in the Blue Canyon coal 
mine on Lake Whatcom, seven miles from 
this city. Ten dead bodies have been 
taken out and thirteen men are still in the 
mine. Every possible effort is being made 
to rescue them. A steamer has gone out 
‘this city with Superintendent Dono- 

, threé physicians, ten miners and a 
pes correspondent on board. The mine 


nounced safe.” 
TWENTY-ONE 

TACOMA (Wash. April 8.—A Ledger 
‘eqadial from New Whatcom gives these 
details of the coal mine explosion there: 

“An explosion from fire-damp in Blue 
Canyon coal mine on Lake Whatcom at 
2:45 o’clock this afternoon killed twenty- 
one men. W. A. Telford came from the 
mine tonight. He was at the bunkers 
when the explosion occurred, He went to 
the incline and found James Kearns at 
the mouth of the shaft nearly dead with 
Kearns said that all in the 
mine were dead. He had carried Ben Mor- 
gan as far as he was able and dropped him. 
Morgan, he thought, was dead. Kearns 
and X. Gellum were the only ones who 
escaped out of twenty-four who were at 
work. Tom Valentine and J. O. Anderson 
were the incline men and they escaped. 

“At the switch of the gangway, 800 feet 
P the mouth of the tunnel, Ecklund 
and Telford found the body of George Rob- 
erts, and beyond were three loaded cars 
which had been blown off the track. They 
next found the body of Ben Morgan, where 
it was dropped by Kearns, Ecklund and 
others. They were unable to go beyond 
room No. 21, 500 feet from the angle of the 
tunnel and gangway. Their safety lamps 
went out and the gas drove the explorers 
out. In room No. 23 they found the bod- 
tes of Thomas Conlin and James Kirby. It 
is supposed that in addition to the four 
found, seventeen perished. The gas was 
so thick that the rescuing party was una- 
ble to stay a longer time,

They left this even- 
ing on a special train over the Bellingham 
Bay and Hasterp, and took the steamer 
Thistle to the mime. Physicians accom- 
panied them. 

Donovan says that he does not under-

The Blue Canyon mine is the property 
of the Blue Canyon Coal Mining Company, 
composed of M. E. Downs, A. E. Houser 
and several other Montana capitalists. It 
was opened in 1890 by J. F. Wardner, who 
sold it to its present owners. The coal is 
of high quality, and is now being used 
on United States warships. The company 
had spent much money in opening the 
mine, and had just got it ints paying con- 
dition.

A MARVELOUS EAR. 


An ex-Newspaper Man Discovers the 
Lost Homeric Melodies. 
Associated Press Leased-wire Servic: 

ST. LOUIS, April 8.—W. V. Byars, for- 
merly a St. Louis newspaper man, but 
now of South Orange, N. J., has written 
a communication to the Post-Dispatch, 
which will mterest scholars and students 
everywhere. Byars claims to have dis- 
covered a method of rescuing the Homeric 
melodies that have been lost by the 
shifting of accent. His plan is a novelty 
im classical interpretation and diametric- 
ally opposed to the methods pursued in} 
colleges and universities. He says: 

“To get at the melodies of Horace, or 
any other classical author, drop all English 
ideas of accent, stress each syllable equally, 
give every vowel its distinct sound, and 
divide the voice so as to bring out the 
best rhythms. It will then fall in balanced 
lines, ending in rhymes, as ours do, but 
with initial and medial rhymes forward 
and backward, as our poems do not have. 
The division of the verse, as it is now 
printed, must be ignored.’’ 

By this new process Byars claims that 
new meanings and rhythmetical difficul- 
ties may be discovered in the classics, and 
that an adherence to ‘this new rule sim- 
He adds: I have

A COURT’S ERROR. 


The Supreme Court Reverses the De- 
cision of an Arkansas Judge. 
Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 5 

WASHINGTON, April 8.—The Supreme 
Court of the United States today reversed 
the conviction of Alexander Allen for mur- 
der by the United States Circuit Court for 
the Western District of Arkansas, and re- 
manded ‘tthe case to the court for fur- 
ther proceedings. This was another of the 
several appeals taken from the rulings of 
Judge Parken in murder cases, and the 
conviction was set aside on exceptions to 
the charge of the Judge to the jury. 

Allen was a negro boy, 15 years o!d, 
and shot a white boy. 17 years old, in a 
fight in which the white boy used a willow 
switch. Judge Parker told the jury that 
unless the stick was considered a deadiy 
weapon, the theory of eelf-defense could 
not hold, and upon this the court based 
its action.

WASHINGTON, April 8.—After almost 
a month of deliberation, the United States 
Supreme Court rendered its decision today 
in the income-tax cases, deciding by « 
divided court the law to be valid except 
regarding the incomes derived from rents 
and from municipal bonds, on which point 
the decision was that the tax was uncon- 
stitutional. 

The judges filed promptly in at high 
noon and there was very little preliminary 
work before the Chief Justice began the 
délivery of an opinion which is regarded 
by many as the most important and far- 
reaching in its effects that has been ren- 
dered in this court since the days of the re- 
bellion. Chief Justice Fuller, after making a 


| few routine announcements, began at 


12:05 o’clock to read the court’s decrees 
in the case of Charles Pollock vs. the 
Farmers’ Loan and Trust Company et al. 
This was the first im order of the cases 
against the trust companies and the con- 
clusion reached applies also to the case cf 
Hyde vs. the Continental Trust Company 
as the questions at issue are the same in 
each case. 

Chief Justice Fuller began with a brief 
reference to the question of jurisdiction in 
the case. This point had, he said, been fre- 
quently referred to, but be dismissed it 
by, saying that as the question bad not 
been raised in the court below and had 
been shelved in the argument of the case 
in the Supreme Court, there appeared no 
objection to considering the case purely on 
its merits. The body of the opinion was 
devoted to the consideration of the ques- 
tion from a Constitutional point of view, 
and included a very elaborate definition 
of the meaning of the phrase “direct 
taxes, and also a construction of the con- 
stitutional requirements as to apportion- 
ment. 

THE DECISIONS. 

WASHINGTON, April 8.—The anxiously- 


awaited decision of the United States Su- 


preme Court in the income-tax case was 
rendered today by Chief Justice Fuller. 
The court knocked out the law as far as it 
taxes incomes derived from rents and also 


from..State, coumty and municipal bonds. 


By a tie vote of the court the law was sus- 


tained in other respects. The court's con- 


clusions, after reviewing the ‘historical 
and other phases of the question, were as 
folbows: 

In Charles Pollock vs. the Farmers’ Loan 
and Trust Company, et al., KR is estab- 
lished >. 

Firet—That by the Constitution, Federal 


taxation is divided into two great classes— 
direct taxes and duties, imports and excises. 


Second—The imposition of direct taxes 
is governed by the rule of apportionment 


among the several States, according to 


numbers and imposition of duties, imports 
and excises by the rule of uniformity 
throughout the United States. 
Third—That the principle that taxation 
and representation go together was in- 
tended to be and was preserved in the 
Constitution by the establishment of the 
rule of apportionment among the several 
States, so that such apportionment should 
de according to numbers in each State. 
Fourth—That the States surrendered 


their power to levy imports and to regulate 


‘commerce to the general government, and 
gave it the concurrent power to levy di- 
rect taxes in reliance on the protection 


afforded by the rules prescribed, and that 
the compromises of the Constitution cannot. 


be disturbed by legislative action. 
Fit That these conclusions result from 


the text of the Constitution, and are sup- 


ported by the historical evidence furnished 
by the circumstances surrounding the 


framing and adoption of that instrument 


and the views of those who framed and 
adopted it. 
Sixth—That the understanding and ex- 


would not be levied upon the general gov- 
ermment, except under the pressure of 
extraordinary exigency, and such has been 
the practice down to August 15, 1894. If 
the power to do so is to be exercised as 
an ordinary and usual means of supply, 
that fact. further shows an additional 
reason for circumspection in disposing of 
the present case.

Eighth—That by no previous decision of 


this court bas this question been adjudi- 


catted to the contrary of the conclusions 

now announced. 
Ninth—That eo much of the act of Au- 

gust 15, 1894, as attempts to impose a 


tax upon the rent or income of real estate, 


without apportionment, is valid. 

The court is further of the opinion that 
the act of August 15, 1894, is invalid so 
far as it attempts to levy a tax upon the 
income derived from municipal bonds. As 
a municipal corporation is the representa- 
tive of the State, and one of the instru- 
mentalities of the State government, the 
provertv and revenyes of municipal cor- 
porations are not subjects of Federal taxa- 
tion. nor is the income derived from State, 
county and municipal securities, since taxa- 
tion on the interest therefrom operates on 
the power to borrow before it is exercised 
and has a sensible influence on the con- 
tract, and therefore such a tax is a tax on

Ment is not a limitation on the power of 
taxation, but a limitation of the manner 
im which the power shall be exercised. 

“Fourth—Whether a Federal income tax

The opinions were concluded at 2:45 p.m. 
by a brief one from Justice Harlan, in 
which he held that a tax upon incomes 
from lands is not a direct tax, and that 
income derived from municipal bonds is 
not the subject of specific taxation in any 
form by the United States. 

The effect of all the opinions delivered 
is to show that the court was unanimous 
in the opinion that the law is congtitu- 
tional as to municipal and State bonds, 
that Chief Justice Fuller and Justices 
Field, Gray, Brewer, Brown and Ghiras 
hold it to be invalid on incomes derived 
from rents, and Justice Harlan and Justice 
White diss@ted from. this opinion as to 
rents. It is impossible to state the exact 
division as to the validity of the other 
parts of the law further than was dis- 
closed by the proceedings. It appears 
quite clear that Chief Justice Fuller and 
Justices Harlan and White voted to sus- 
tain the other parts of the law, and the 
best opinion obtainable is that Justice 
Brown stood with them in this opinion, 
which would leave Justices Field, Gray, 
Brewer and Shiras as the opponents of 
the law as a whole. 

SOMB PERTINENT STATISTICS. 

WASHINGTON, April 8.— The compila- 
tion of farm, home and mortgage sta- 
tistics made by the last census, is in- 
teresting in view of the decision of the 
Supreme These statistics do not, 
however, give details concerning rents paid. 
A summary of the statistics shows that 
there are 12,690,197 families in the United 
States, and of these families 52 per cent. 
hire their farms or homes, and 48 per 
cent. own them, while 28 per cent. of the 
owning families own subject to incum- 
brance, and 72 per cent. own free of in- 
cumbrance. 

Among 100 families, on the average, 52 
hire their farms or homes; 13 per cent. 
own with imcumbrance, and 35 without 
incumbrance. On the owned farms there 
are liens amounting to $2,318,959,963, which 
is 37 per cent. of the value of the incum- 
bered farms and the homes, and this debt 
bears interest at the average rate of 6.65 
per cent. Each owned incumbered farm or 
home on the average is worth $3352, and 
is sub to a debt of $1257. 

In to the families occupying farms, 
the conclusion is that 34 per cent. of the 
families hire, and 66 per cent. own the 
farms cultivated by them; that 28 per cent, 
of the owning families own subject to in- 
cumbrance, and 72 per cent. own free of 
incumbrance. Among 100 farm families on 
the average, 34 per cent. hire the farms, 
19 per cent. own their farms with incum- 
brance, and 47 per cent. without incum- 
brance. On the owned farms there are 
liens amounting to $1,085,995,960, which is 
35 per cent. of the value of the incum- 
bered farms, and this debt bears interest 
at the average rate of 7.07 per cent. Each 
owned 9 unincumbered farm, on the 
average, is worth $3444, and is sub 
debt of $1224. ** See 
NO NEED FOR AN EXTRA SESSION. 

WASHINGTON, April 8 —The Presi- 
dent. on being asked this afternoon 
whether in view of the Supreme Court 
decision on the income law, an extra 
session of Congress would be called, said 
that neither he nor the Secretary of the 
Treasury saw any necessity for such action, 
and unless there was an unexpected change 
in the conditions, he had no idea that 
Congress would again meet before the 
time appointed for the regular session. 


IT GIVES TRHASURY OFFICIALS THE 
BLUES. 


‘WASHINGTON, April 8.—The treasury 
Officials are greatly dispirited over the 
Supreme Court’s decision on the income- 


tax case and, while admitting that they 


have no reliable — upon which to form 
an accurate estimate, they express the 
belief that the net result of the decision 
will be the loss of at least 50 per cent. of 
the receipts from the incomes, and the 
total, it is thought, will not fall short of 
$15,000,000 or $20,000,000 for the first year, 
and this loss is expected to increase rather 
than diminish in succeeding years should 
the law remain unrepealed. 

The toss of this revenue, however, is 
mot the only cause of regret among the 
officials. The fact that the court was 
evenly divided on the main constitutional 


questions, it is expected, will re- 
ew in almost endless litigation, 
4 


very materially adding to 
the expense of collecting the tax. Never- 
theless, the internal revenue officials will 
proceed at once to prepare supplemental 
regulations to conform to today’s decision, 
and from now on until next Monday, when 
the time expires within which returns may 
be made, any returns in which incomes 
from rents and bonds are deducted will be 
regarded as a full compliance with the law. 

‘Persons who have already made their 
returns and paid their tax will be advised 
of the change in the regulations, and as 
soon as possible the proportionate amounts 
of tax paid by each on rents and bonds will 
be refunded to them under the general 
law, which authorizes the Commissioner 
of Internal Revenue to refund taxes 
wrongfully collected. 


DEEP SNOW. 
Delayed_ Trains Through to 
Denver—Cattle Perish. 

DENVER, April 8.—Belated travelers | 
from the East report.the storm through 
Kansas is the worst ever known in that 
section. Many passenger trains, now 
more than forty-eight hours late, are Still 
battling with the snow and sand on the 
prairie. Superintendent Bogard of the 
Union Pacific, with headquarters at Chey- 
enne Wells, has a large force of men 
clearing the tracks. In places, within sixty 
or seventy-five miles of Denver, the snow 
was found in cuts from thirty to forty 
feet deep, being over the tops of the 
telegraph poles. 

Trains are getting through on all roads 
today. The loss of range stock in some 
portions of Eastern Colorado, it is said, 
will amount to 20 per cent. of the total. 
Many cattle have drifted into Hugo, Colo., 
and perished. They had been driven be- 


fore the wind from the north over one 
hundred miles. 


EX-CONSUL WALLER. 


The State Department Has No News 
Concerning Him.

It is now 
nine days since the department cabled to 
United States Consul Campbell at Port 
Louis, Mauritius, the nearest cable point, 
for a report.

( Cuba.) April 8.—(Special Dis- 
patch.) Old Moro Castle, where so many 
court festivities have been held and where 
the laughter of many gay courtiers has 
reverberated throughout the corridors, has 
been turned into a prison worse than An- 
dersonville or Libby and fully as bad as 
Calcutta’s “black hole. The moans of 
the dying and the shrieks of those who 
are tortured by the Spanish oppressors 
mingle with the latter’s arrogant taunts. 
The government has refused to make an 
official statement of the number of insur- 
rectionists captured, but there are fully 
two hundred crowded in the castle. Some 
of them are dying with yellow fever. That 
‘plague has also increased in the Spanish 
army and the ranks of the unacclimated 
soldiers sent by Spain have been decimated 
by it. The scenes in and around Moro Cas- 
tle are horrid beyond conception. No Chris- 
tian burials are given the rebels who die 
there. 

There is no doubt about the truth of the 
statement made.in those dispatches that 
Consul Ramon Williams will resign. He 
himself, when J asked him about the mat- 
ter, admitted that it was true. The cap- 
tain-general himself has asked for that 
resignation. He denied to me today that 
he had done so, but the policy of the gov- 
ernment in such matters is not to give 
out the acts of the officials. American Con- 
sul-General Williams is a man of whom 
all Americans may well be proud. Here 
amid strife and with rumors of plots 
against his life coming to him every mo- 
ment, he does not flinch, but is alert to 
America’s interests and is sure to main- 
tain the rights of the United States. He 
is indignant that the Spanish authorities 
should say that he has in any way aided 
the .rebels. He declares that the dis- 
patches sent to his government were only 
what any man who did his duty at a post 
of this kind would do. He has merely pro- 
tected ‘his own nation, and haughty Spain 
imagines with churlish impudence ‘that he 
has insulted its officials. 

Mantanzas, the insurgent spy, was ar- 
rested here. He had donned female ap- 
parel and for some days successfully im- 
personated a flower girl. He will be gar- 
roted in short order. 

Both armies are massing their forces 
near Holguin. It is expected that a heavy 
engagement will take place there betore 
April 20. Gen. Martinez Campos will be 
here tomorrow or next day, unless he has 
met with stormy weather. The story that 
there is a plot on foot to assassinate Cam- 
pos seems to be without any foundation. 
It would be a visionary scheme. 
It is expected by the Spanish authorities 
that the revolution will end within ten 
days after Campos's arrival. The insur- 
gents, however, have received information 
that they would receive 6000 recruits from 
America before April 12, and are still 80 
hopeful. There was a conference of in- 
surgent leaders, and the report was given 
out that the rebel chiefs were about to 
advise a discontinuance of the revolution. 
Nothing’ of that kind will be done yet. 
Papers found on Mantanzas when he was 
captured indicate that a large number of 
Spaniards will join the insurgents if re- 
inforcements from America are sent. 
Twenty-seven men were captured by the 
Spanish today, and the rebels are greatly 
excited. It is reported that they are to be 
shot at once. 
_A secret meeting of the Spanish author- 
ities was held here tonight, and it is said. 
that they decided to grant amnesty to 
all who lay down —

The Chilean Congress Guarantees In- 
terest on the Investment. 

WASHINGTON, April 8.—United States 
Minister Gtrobel at Gandiego, Chile, an- 
nounces in @ report to the State Depart- 
ment that the Chilean Congress on Febru- 
ary 9 passed a law which guarantees for 
twenty years to the Transandine Railway 
Company interest at the rate of 4% per 
cent. om its capital. Hnglich capitalists 
with whom the holders of the concessions, 
Messrs. Clark Bros., have been negotiating 
the amount required’ to com- 
‘plete the road, demand a guarantee of 10 
per cent., but the Chilean Congress would 
not go beyond 4% per cent.

HIS RESCUE. 


Good Testimony as to His Sobriety 
on Different Occasions When it 

Might Have Been

NEW YORK, April 8.—The World gays 
that indignation of the most intense kind 
has been excited among Democrats of New 
York and other cities over the attack made 
on President Cleveland at the New En- 
gland Methodist conference by the Rev. I. 
J. Lansing of Boston, charging the Presi- 
dent with drunkenness at a public dinner 
in New York. Many of the Democrats 
here who attended the dinners at which 
Mr. Cleveland was present denounced the 
story yesterday as a lie, and in set terms 
expressed their opinion of the American 
citizen who, without the shadow of proof, 
on a simple hearsay statement, would 
malign the character of the President of the 
United States. The three dinners referred 
to were those of the Chamber of Com- 
merce, given at Delmonico’s on November 
5, 1892; a dinner at the home of Henry 
Villard, two days later, and that given 
by the Reform Club on December 10, 1892. 

Chauncey M. DeBew said last night: 
“There is only one reply that can be made 
to such a story—it is absolutely contempt- 
ible and absurd. At the Chamber of 
Commerce dinner I sat near Mr. Cleve- 


land. I saw him from the time he came 


in until he went away. I can say that 
he was absolutely sober and in full com- 
mand of his faculties. He conducted him- 
self in the way that the world at large 
would expect from the President of the 
United States.” 

Frederic Coudert, who was on of the 
leading men in the Reform Club dinner of 
1892. had this to oo the subject: ‘‘The 
suggestion or e assertion that Presi- 
dent Cleveland was drunk is too contempti- 
ble for notice. I was present at the Re- 
form Club dinner of that year. I sat next 
or almost next to the President, and I say 
that he from first to last conducted him- 
self as a gentleman; and in a manner be- 
fitting his office. To say that he was the 
worse for — to utter a . 
It seems almost 1 ible to mé that any 
man, Republican or Democrat, claiming 
to be an American citizen with the credit 
Of his country at ‘heant, should sq readily 
cast an unſust aspersion upon the charac- 
ter of the President. A possible explana- 
tion of this story is that Dr. Lansing's 
informant was himself drunk, and saw 
all thines as through a glass, darkly.” 

E. Ellery Anderson said: I was one of 
the guests at the dinner given by Mr. 
Villard in honor of President Cleveland. 
Incidentally, too, I presided at the Re- 
casions, as every other one on which I 
have met President Cleveland during an 
acquaintance of many years, he has con- 
ducted himself in a way, if possible, to in- 
crease the admiration and respect of his 
fellow-men. We all felt proud of our 
President. He was always a gentleman.”’ 

Rev. Dr. W. H. Vibbert of Trinity 
Chapel said: ‘‘The story is ridiculous and 
worse than untrue. Dr. Lansing has been 
misinformed. I was present at the Cham- 
ber of Commerce dinner; sat next to Presi- 
dent Cleveland; talked to him: heard his 
acmirable address, and can say hat he was 
in the fullest command of himself from 
first to last. How on earth such a story

I must, there- 
fore, say that if my statement reproduc!ng 
such testimony is not in harmony with the 
facts, I regret having made it. I could 
have neither desire nor motive for saying 
anything unkind or uncharitable of the 
President or of aay party whatever.

The City Council, after 4 brisk de- 
bate yesterday, adopted the recommenda- 
‘ion of the Board of Public Works that A. 
p. Maginnis be granted a temporary priv- 
lege for the distribution of electricity in 
me western part of the city. The City 
Attorney was directed to draft the neces- 
cary ordinance, granting euch privilege. 
The City BPngineer presented an impor- 
tamt report on sewer construction. The 
services of the employees of the street 
department for a period of two days, to 
aesiet in making fiesta decorations, were 
authorized. An ordinance was adopted, in- 
creasing the license of hackmen coming 
into the city on special occasions, from 
$1 to $10 per day, the change being cal- 
culated to keep the local hackmen from 
being subjected to competition with out- 
eiders coming into the city merely for 
fiesta week. An ordinance, designed to 
suppress poker- rooms, was adopted. The 
boiler-inapection ordinance as amended was 
adopted. Proposals for a site for a mew 
city jail and police station ‘were, by rea- 
son of certain unavoidable delays, not re- 
celved, but are to be received next Mon- 
n the Courthouse yesterday Mike Me- 
Cormick was tried and acquitted of hav- 
ing assaulted an Italian with a deadly 
weapon, in Judge Smith's court. Tofte 
appeared before Judge Clark, but hie at- 
torney being otherwise engaged the con- 
tempt proceeding went over until this 
morning.

The first services of the great Jewish 
festival of the passover were held yes- 
terday at 6 p.m. in the Masonic Hall, No. 
125% South Spring street. ‘The initiation 
of the feast, as performed by the orthodox 
Jews, was simple and impressive. 
gray-beared rabbi; in his black cap and 
robes, chanted the Hebrew service in a 
rich, sonorous voice, and the congrega- 
tion,, which was of men alone, joined in 
the chanted responses.

Tirus paterfamilias who goes to bed at 11

THE RUBIES OF BURMAH. 


A large quantity of the world’s supply 
of rubies comes from the Burmah mines 
which have been actively worked since the 
annexation of Burmah by the British gov- 
ernment. The ruby district is about twen- 
ty-six miles long and twelve broad, and lies 
at elevations varying from 4000 feet to 
5000 feet above the sea level. Some of the 
mines have been worked by the natives 
from very remote periods; in fact, old 
workings are found over an area of sixty- 
six square miles. It is in the lower clay 
beds of the river alluvia, and in aimilar 
deposits formed in gullies in the hill- 
wash, that the rubies, spinels and other 
gems are found. In the alluvia, square 
pits from two to nine feet across, in- 
geniously timbered with bamboo, are sunk 
to the ruby earth, which is drawn up by 
bamboo baskets. In the hill-wash long 
open trenches are carried from the sides 
of a gully. Regular mines are opened in 


some places; in others the Mmestone is 
quarried.

FELL TO HIS DEATH. 


TRAGIC ENDING OF A SUNDAY 
PICNIC EXCURSION. $9, 


A Party of Los Angeles People Went 
to the Mountains and Lost a 
Comrade—His Mangled 
Remains Found. 


On Sunday a party of eight young men 
and women took a team and started from 
Los Angeles for a day's pleasure, and, ‘hat 
it might be made the more hilarious, they 


carried a keg of beer along. They drove 


through Pasadena early in the day, and 
made their way to the tollhouse, at the 
foot of the Mt. Wilson trail, and thence 


struck: off northward into the picturesque 


Eaton's Canyon, and camped at the larger 
falls. 

According to the story of Florence Snee, ' 
who works at the Anchor Laundry, the 
beer was freely partaken of, and about 2 
o'clock one of the young men, J. ‘ 
Worthington by name, essaying to do some 
feat that would astonish his friends, 


Eaton’s Falla alone, 
there on a rock, in plain view of the 
party, where he r ned for about an 
hour. Then he arose and wandered away 
where he was out of the sight of those 
below him. 

About 2 o’clock in the afternoon the 
party made ready for the return trip, and 
began calling to Worthington and search- 
ing for him. For three hours the comrades 
used every endeavor to locate him, then, 
giving the matter up, drove back to Los 
Angeles, making no report of the matter, 
except at the tollhouse, When they 
reached Los Angeles, they said nothing 
of the matter to the police, but yesterday 
morning Miss Snee went to the Troy 
laundry, where Worthington had been 
employed, and related what had happened. 
She was greatly excited, and somewhat 
hysterical, but enough was elicited from 
her story to make Wortbington's friends 
seriously anxious for his safety. 

Mr. Keifer, Worthington’s employer, had 
brought the young fellow from Dayton, O., 
and has the highest opinion of his so- 
briety, and was greatly concerned. He at 
once took the train for Pasadena and 
when he urrived there organized a search- 
ing party of men familiar with the moun- 
tains, comprising Grant and Oliver Gris- 
wold, Harry Stevenson and Clyde Barn- 
hardt. They set out for the canyon, but 
their search proved unavailing, and late 
in the afternoon Detective Insley went to 
their aid with three thoroughbred blood- 
hounds and they were at once put on the 
trail. 


The case has some singular features, 
that are not understood by the friends of 
the missing man. In the first place the 
indifference of the young men of the party 
to Worthiugton's fate was such that not one 
of them could be prevailed upon to accom- 
pany Mr. Keifer in the search, though late 
in the afternoon one did go out to show 
the place where the man climbed up the 
mountain. It was hinted that the whole 
truth has not been told, and that it is not 
at all unlikely that there are features in 
the disappearance that have not been 
made public. 

The party searching for J. W. Worthing- 
ton in FEaton's Canyon returned about 
11 p.m. to the camp at the foot of Wil- 
eon’s trail with the report that Worthing- 
ton's dead body lies at the foot of a can- 
yon about a mile from the point where he 
was last seen. The search was kept up 
continuously since 2 o’clock in the after- 
noon and his trail was finally discovered 
to lead to the brink of a ‘precipice, 200 
feet high, where the trail ended and foot- 
prints and broken twigs give ample evi- 
dence of the horrible fate that met him 
below. The searching party camped out 
in the canyon for the night and this morn- 
ing an effort will be made to recover the 
shattered remains and bring them to Los 
Angeles. 

Detective Insley returned to the city 
at a late hour last night. Worthington’s 
relatives in Dayton, O., have been notified.

THE BUILD OF THE BUSY MA- 
RINE DESTROYER. 


the Common Ship-worm of Com- 
merce—Curious 
bryo. 


SAN DINGO, March 29.—(Special Corre- 
spondence.) The teredo, about which 


instructive articles on March 18, is pop- 
ularly known as the “ship-worm.” The 
teredo, however, is not related to, the 
worm in any way. It is a true mollusk, 
quite nearly allied, in many respetts, to 
the common “long clam.”” Like clams the 
teredo burrows merely for its own pro- 
tection, and not for food. The clam bur- 
rows in sand while the teredo selects wood 
in which to form its holes, and when these 
have been excavated it lines them with 
a tube of shelly material. When removed 
from its tube the animal is found to have 
avery long, slender, smooth, soft, whitish 
body, tapering somewhat toward the outer 
or posterior end, which has a muscular, 
ciretlarly wrinkled. collar, by which the 
animal is, when living, attached to the 
inside of the shelly lining of its tube. To 
the (nside of ts collar two shelly plates, 
known as the “pallets,” are attached by 
their slender basal their 


connected 
the muscles that when the animal with- 
draws its tubes into its hole the free ends 
of these pallets are made to fold together 
and close the opening, thus serving as an 
operculum to protect the soft tubes aga/nst 
enemies of all kinds. Between the bases 
of these pallets arise siphonal tubes, which 
are soft and retractile, united together for 
half their 


t 

is, perhaps, a little larger than the other, 
and is fringed with a few small papillae 
at the end. The tubes are white or yel- 
lowish, sometimes speckled with reddish- 
brown. At the anterior end of the body, 
the furthest from the external opening of. 
the hole, is seen the small but elegantly 
sculptured white bivalve shell. The shell 
covers the month and palpi, liver, foot, 
and other important organs. The foot is 
a short, stout muscular organ, broadly 
truncate or rounded at the end, and ap- 
pears to be the organ by means of which 
the excavation of the burrow is effected. 
The shell is covered by a delicate epi- 
dermis, and probabiy does not assist in 
rasping off the wood, as many have sup- 
posed. The gills are long and narrow, in- 
closed mostly in the naked part of the 
body. The animal obtains its microscopic 
food in the same manner as other bivalve 
mollusks, that. ia, by means of a current 
of water drawn into the branchial tube by 
the action of vibrating cilia within; the 
infusoria and other minute organisms are 
thus carried along to the mouth at the 
other end, while the gille are supplied 
with oxygen ty the same current; the re- 
turn current passing out of the 

tube removes the waste water from the 
ills, together with the execretions of the 
animal, and also the particles of wood 
which have been removed by the ex- 
cavating process. 


and probably through the summer. The 
eggs of a single teredo are estimated at 
millions in number. They are retained in 
the gill cavity, where they are fertilized 
and undergo the first stages of their de- 
velopment. The embryos pass through 
several curious p during their 
growth. In one of the early stages they 
are covered with fine vibrating cilia, by 
means of which they can swim like cill- 
ated infusoria; later they lose these cilia 
and develop a rudimentary bivalve shell, 
which ts at first heart-shaped, and the 
mantle begins to appear and larger re- 
tractile celia develop upon its edge, which 
serve as organs for swimming; but at this 
period the shell is large enough to cover 
the whole body when contracted. In this 
stage they swim actively about in the 
water; later the cilia become larger, a 
long, narrow, ligulate foot is developed, by 
means of which they can creep about and 
attach themselves temporarily to solid ob- 
jects; the shells become rounder, a pair 
of eyes and organs of hearing are de- 
veloped. After this the little animal de- 
gins to elongate, the 1 ve cilia are 
lost, the eyes disappear, and the mature 
form is gradually assumed. These young 
teredos, when they finally locate upon 
the surface of wood-work and begin to 
make their burrows, are not larger than 
the head of a pin, and consequently their 
holes are at first very minute, but, 
owing to their rapid growth, for they ma- 
ture in a single season, the holes quickly 
become larger and deeper.

YOUR POLLTAX. 
Those Who-are not Exempt Will 


Have to Pay. 
Since the poll-tax gatherers have been

abroad in the land, so many apparently 
good and sufficient excuses for non-pay- 
ment have been proffered by those who 
object to being compelled to pay $2 for the 
privilege of existing, that County Assessor 
Summerland was compelled to appeal to 
the District Attorney for legal advice upon 
the question. 

As the matter ts one which concerns 
everybody, the opinion of the county’s 
legal adviser will doubtless prove of in- 
terest. It is as follows, addressed to Theo- 
@ore Summerland, County Assessor, si 
J. A. Donnell, District Attorney, by G. M. 
Holton, chief deputy: 

In regard to your communication as to 
‘who are exempt from poll-tax, I have to 
report as follows: 

Sec. 1936, of the Political Code, as 
amended in March, 1878, is as follows: 
“All officers, musicians, and privates of 


the National Guard, who comply with

Details of the Submarine Disturb- 
ances in the Channel. 
SANTA BARBARA, April 8.—(Special

The following further par- 
ticulars of the strange occurrence have 
been learned: 

The Times correspondent has just re- 
turned from San Miguel Island. after 
nearly a week's absence, the time being 
devoted to an investigation of the pecul- 
lar wreck of the sloop Liberty, in Cuyler’s 
Harbor, San Miguel Island, on the night 
of March 29 or the morning of March 30, 
ana which was undoubtedly caused by the 
extraordinary submarine upheaval which 
occurred at that time. © 

Dispatches to The Times concerning this 
wreck were sent from San Miguel to the 
mainiand, a distance of forty-five miles, 
by a man in rowboat, on Sunday, March 
$1. and were received and sent off from 
the local operator. 


southwest part of the harbor on March 27, 
the day of her arrival, having out two 
heavy anchors, with stout chains. This 
anchorage is only about two hundred yards 
from the place where the late upheaval 
took place, and there have been changes in 
the bed of the harbor for a thousand feet 
off shore.

THE PHOTOGRAPHERS WILL BE 
GIVEN A CHANCE. 


Handsome Satin Presentation Ban- 
ner—The Spreckels Horses Ar- 
_ rived—Rehearsal of Music. 
The Lady Riders. 


A pretty ceremony which will take place 
at Central Park on Tuesday after the ar- 
rival of the Queen of La Fiesta, and pre- 
ceding the review of the first. pageant of 
the week, will be the presentation by the 
women of Los Angeles of a beautiful silk 
and plush banner to the flesta manage- 
ment. The presentation will be made by 
a delegation of ladies to Director-General 
Meyberg for the fiesta. The banner is a 
magnificent one, triangular in shape and 
exquisitely embroidered. After its pre- 
sentation it will be carried at the head of 
the pageant. The ladies have spared 
neither trouble nor expense in arranging 
for this graceful recognition of the big 
celebration. 


The advisory board is making arrange- 
ments to facilitate the work of photogra- 
phers in securing photographs of the offi- 
cial floats and the scene at the reviewing 
stand at Central Park upon the arrival 
and proclamation of the Queen. An 
portunity will be afforded all photogra- 
phers at a certain time to secure the pic- 
tures, but it will be necessary for them 
all to be present at the game time.
